Around Proven Territory

Standard is ready to set IB',4-inch 
casing on Dominguez No. 3 and In­ 
terstate Nos. 1 and 2.

Chanslor-Canfield has landed 
the water string on Kettler No. 2, 
on the northwest corner of the 
Kettler lease.

Tlie Julian Petroleum corporation 
Tuesday circulated light mud on 
Splittstoesser No. 1, and Wednesday 
,vaa baiLng for production.

The Superior Oil company \B 
bailing Osborne No. 1 on 216th 
street, Torrance, for a shutoff 
test. The rig on this well was 
skidded several weeks ago.

Establishing a record for long-dis­ 
tance shooting, the U. S. Royalties 
well at Pepper and Palm streets In 
Lomita Tuesday smeared buildings a 
block and a half away with petroleum 
when it blew in. The well had been 
sanded up. The Universal Oil com­ 
pany's sheds half a block distant were 
coated with oil and Jack Walker's 
home, a block distant, was smeared. 
"Nobuddy wus hurt."

Universal is coring carefully 
ahead on its well on the Hooper 
acre, south of Federal's Gerner 
well. The drill Wednesday was 
down 3730 feet. Officials of the 
company predict a 500-barrel well, 
well.

The International Drilling company
swabbing its No. 1 well on Pepper

street near Narbonne for production.

Tom Cannon's crew is rigging up a 
pump for Jul an No. 6. The well 
flowed by heads Thursday morning, 
threatening to blow out.
